"In the person of Harry Truman," Defense 


Secretary James Forrestal told the-National 
Press Club In Washington, "I have'seen the 
most rockllke example of civilian control 
that tho world has ever witnessed." 


Tho secretary was speaking In reference 


•to the military budget. We won't guess 
whether his extravagant remark was meant 
us a compliment or not,. But it was a com- 
mendation, whatever the intent. For the 
civilian head of our government legally and 
rightly controls our military establishment. 


The President's budget message put mili- 


tary expenditures for fiscal 1950 at $14,- 
268,000,000. The three services first asked 
530,000,000,000. The final figure they sent 
the Bureau of the Budget was $16,900,- 
000,000. So It is clear that Mr. Truman 
took a firm stand' with the Department of 
Defense. 


That 14 billion dollar figure represents 


one of the President's major .decisions for 
the coming year. It was a fateful decision 
which contained his answer to the problem 
of whether the government is to devote more 
attention to a program of domestic improve- 
ment, or whether II: Js to put the country 
on a nenr-war footing. 


Now It is right and necessary that Con- 


gress review Mr. Truman's decision'and de- 
termino whether it will grant his request 
for defense funds. The task Is as difficult 
as It Is important, and It 'Is the minimum 
duty of the lawmakers to undertake it in a 
nonpartlsun spirit. But there is always a 
temptation to raise them In an effort to 
exploit political advantage and increase po- 
litical divisions, rather than to think always 
of strengthening the country at home and 
abroac'l to the greatest possible extent. • 


Both Mi1. Forrestal and the service secre- 


taries under him may have increased that 
temptation. It is their right to state their 
opinions and to press them. But it seems to 
us that their differences should be settled 
first In the Defense Department and then in 
the Cabinet. After all, Mr. Forrestal is an 
assistant and subordinate of the President 
Just as Secretaries Ro'yall, Sullivan and 
Symington are assistants and subordinates 
of Mt\ Forrestal. 
. , 


. It might seem that if these assistants are 
willing to remain in their jobs they should be 
willing to abide by the ultimate decision in 
the Executive Department. But they can't 
give up. Mr. Forrestal, in his Washington 
speech, was still plugging for a 70-group 
Air Force and an 837,000-man Army, Air 
Secretary Symington Is asking thnt the 
5800,000,000 Mr. Truman requested for uni- 
versal military training be transferred to 
his department. 


Maybe they are right, but they lost their 


case "to a rock-like example of civilian con- 
trol," It is now up to Congress to decide. 
In Its serious job Congress might be less 
tempted to take political advantage of dif- 
ferences at the other end of Pennsylvania 
Avenue; If these members of Mr. Truman's 
official family showed a little more family 
unity. 


NEW PARTY IN REICH

corded tho fact that a nationalistic feeling 
is becoming evident among the Germans. A 
new indication of this trend came from a re- 
cent meeting in Braunschweig of one hun- 
dred delegates from all parts of Germany.

Play; Tliis Highlights N.L.R.B.

American who believes in sports- 
manship and'a'fair, deal accepts 
the verdict': ot an impartial, court 
even though adverse. But nobody 
likes a packed court or a preju- 
diced board or tribunal dealing 
with human- rights and properly 
rights.

controversy over the provisions of 
the Wagner Act or the Taft-Hurt- 
ley Law if there' had bocii im- 
partiality, and. justice in the deci- 
sions of the National Labor-Rula- 
tlons'Board since It was organized 
ih '1935. 


Today, 
us Congress struggles 


with the.- wording- of a'new ]nw, 
it is evident that the distortions, 
and twisted .interpretations und 
technicalities introduced by a pro- 
union 
majority, on -.the 
Labor 


Board arc responsible for the dis- 
trust which employers have and 
the 
sensitiveness 
which

labor-union organizations display 
with respect to such matters as 
how the board shall be constituted 
and what powers it shall exercise. 


Merely to re-enact the Wagner 


Law vould not cause so much 
alarm among cmpJoyerg u1 it did 
not mean restoring to effective- 
ness all the one-sided decisions 
which accumulated from 1935 to 
1947 and which the board, under 
any new law, would regard as 
sacrosanct. 


The Labor Board, with its prej- 


udice in fnvor of labor unions, 
has at times conceived it to be a 
duty to construe collective bar- 
gaining as an abjective thut con 
be fostered only if national unions 
are

pendent unions or only if unions 
are encouraged as against the un- 
willingness of . workers to join 
such unions.

fidel tread of the Bolshevik. To 
repel thorn he imitated some of 
the methods that Hitler was using 
for the same purpose. These were 
horrible acts in Germany but were 
sanctified in the great northwest 
because Beck was a boss of Roose- 
velt's union front.

They will give up to Fascism, pre- 
tending that they do not know it 
is Fascism, to protect their in- 
vestments, their trade, 
to put 


down unexpected rivalry or to cir- 
cumvent the workers by private 
dealings with the union bosses. 
But most workers are Fascists 
under the skin, too. Tile workers 
in Italy 
embraced Fascism as 


happily as the employers did. They 
embraced it under unionism here.

Nutritionists tell us that kale is 
one the most wholesome of all 
vegetables. It ranks higher than 
.spini.ich in vitamin A ami it Is a 
good Koui:ce of tilt; other protective 
vitamins. In addition, It fias a 
little more calcium and phosphorus 
than spinach and almost as much 
iron. A member of the cabbage 
family, kale grows under the same 
conditions us cabbage, is somewhat 
similar in taste, but the plant does 
not form a head like most-of the 
ol.lu.TK In l.hrt cnbhngB Ki'oup, nor 
doun It produuc ctliblu blossoms 
like cauliflower and broccoli. 


In selecting, remember that kale 


of good quality is dark, or bluish 
green in color, and has a fresh 
appearance. Avoid any with wilt- 
ed and yellow leaves unless it can 
be trimmed without too much 
waste1. You can find some on the 
market. Hint lias a bronzed 
or 


brownish appearance; (.Ills condi- 
tion is probably brought out by 
the cold weather during the grow- 
ing period. While i such kale is 
not as attractive as that with the 
normal diirk (jroen color, the llavor 
of the vegetable is usually unim- 
paired. 


When preparing kale, it is best 


if tin.- mid-rib i.md stringy por- 
tions are discarded and the leaves 
chopped into small pieces before, 


cooking. Like the new crop cab- 
bage, kale is delicious "panned" 
or cooked In a skillet with hot tut, 
bul: not water.
